M. Bourgeois, the venerable French 


statesm an, has finally declared that 
he will not accept the French presi­ 
dency. It seem s strange in this land, 
w here there has just culm inated one 
of the m ost trying political races in 
history, that 
M. Bourgeois should de­ 
cline the high honor. 
B ut in France there exists no great 
am o un t of ambition 
am ong 
active 
public men for the 
presidency, 
be­ 
cause the office 
carries 
little real 
power, and. by custom if not strictly 
by law, excludes its incum bent from 
any of the valuable prizes of the po­ 
r t leal struggle.

It appears, too, that, owing to the 
changed conditions, meat became an 
article of diet (Genesis ix, 3) whore 
before the flood the race had subsisted 
upon fruits.—Genesis i.

tremes of heat and cold demand a 
more vitalizing form of diet than was 
necessary under the equable climatic 
conditions existing prior to the flood.

LOCAL NEWSAGENT AGED 64 


He Lays Off Each Sabbath to Attend 
Divine Services. 


Chicago, Jan. 4 .—Four automobile 
bandit* broke ioose again last after- 
’ noon and w !thin the space of half an 
j hour robbed a jewelry store of $12,000 
worth of diamonds, fought a revolver 
battle with two policemen, submitted 
to arrest from a third only to shoot 
him and beat him up on the way to a 
police station, and 
finally made a 
clean get-away after abandoning their 
machine. 


Their escape \va¿ aided by a fash­ 
ionably dressed woman, who fainted 
in the arms of a uniformed police 
man as he was drawing his revolver. 
As soon as the thieves w*ere out of 
fight the woman recovered herself 
and disappeared. 
The raid and running fight was one 
of the most thrilling of the automo­ 
bile bandit outrages in the recent 
prevalence of this type of crime in 
Chicago. 
The thieves stole the car from In 
front of a downtown business build­ 
ing. 
A short time later passers in 
front, of a Clark street jewelry store 
were startled by the crash of glass. 
Two men we^o beating in the show 
window with tricks. 
They seized a 
tray of rings and leaped to the* run 
ning board of an automobile. 
Duel W ith Policemen. 
Policeman Charles Hanson ran up, 
reaching for his revolver, but at that 
moment a woman with a large, fea­ 
thered hat gave a shriek and threw’ 
herself into his arms. 
Hanson could 
not draw his weapon, but two police­ 
men in plain clothes opened fire on 
the thieves. 
The bandits returned the fire as 
they clambered into the car and one 
of the thieves was seen to fall into a

“Jump in, old man, and we’ll take

you to the station house,” said one 
of the men to Sticken. 
Car Is Abandoned. 
The policemen stood on the *unninf 
board and told the men which way tr 
go. 
The chauffeur took a wrong turn 
into LaSalle avenue. 
Sticken turned 
to protest and received a stab with a 
knife over the left eye, a blow on the 
back of the head, a shot in the leg 
and was hurled from the car. 
The thieves fired several more shots 
at Sticken as he lay in the street. 
He raised himself on one elbow* and 
fired several times at the fleeing car. 
Several minutes later the bandit 
car was found abandoned at South 
Water street ¿ nd Fifth avenue.

old-fashioned “corn shuckin’ ” at Ste­ 
phens’ that night. 
Had to Be a Fiddler. 
There had to be a fiddler. 
A husk­ 
ing bee without a fiddle would be like 
“ Hamlet” with the melancholy Dane 
missing. 
No violinists need apply. 
A party of young folks at a husking 
bee want fiddMng, not the execution 
of music on a violin. 
“The New Cut Road” and “Chickens 
in the Bread Tray.” “Old Dan Tucker” 
and “Shake That Wooden Leg” are 
the tunes to ring out under the moon 
and echo among the rafters at a 
husking bee. 
The Pettis county fid­ 
dler did not disappoint his audience. 
Old eyes grew dim with the memories 
evoked by these old-time fiddle tunes. 
Sixty, fifty, even thirty years ago, 
corn husking? w'ere as frequent as 
pink teas are in these later days. 
Husking bees were the 
balls, 
the 
soirees, the social functions of Indian 
Summer and that red and gold time ot 
the year when the sun comes up a 
little farther and sings a little farther 
to the south each day and the wild 
goose honks overhead in the pale sun 
of late afterncon. 
Corn huskiags were the Veiled Pro­ 
phet balls, the coming out social do- 
irgs of that simpler age. 
1 atterly 
they have fallen into neglect. Pettis 
county, foremost exponent of a newer 
agriculture in Missouri, the first of 
the progressive counties to fc.imally 
revive the pleasing custom 
of

good old days. 
Five Hundred Real Doughnuts.
